Tt hee teen etrted here that it ic ummeecessiry to grant 
women the rieht of ouffrege beeavee they are Siresdy exercising 


‘hele influence in thant direction. My answer is that what 


ey are doing indirectly we ought to be willing to give them 
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the right to perform direétly, It has been alleged that te 
permit women to vote and be voted upon would be the ruin of 
our homes, 'o these men whe think thusly, 1 have nothing 

but respect, 1 would remind them thet they would seem te 
show little faith in the stability ef our hopes if they ene 
tertain the fear that became of the mere grant of this right 
of sutfrage would mean the ruimation of Filipino homes, what 
if there should be a duplication ef the vote of the husband 
when wives vote? 1 say, what if there shoud be a duplicse 
tion of the vote of the wife compared with the vote of the 
husband? why not present the reverse of the pic.ure? How 
about the hueband that merely reflect the views of the women 
now? there are two @dides and if they should differ, what of 
it? There is difference in religion now whieh is more vital 
to the homes than a mere difference of politioe] faith, Mr, 
Freoident, when this country and this goverment embark 

wpen the policy of extending education not only te the boys 
but te the girls, the people here must have known that ¢@due 
cation of thet nature necesssrily have to issue in women 
elaimine greater participation in public affairs, To deny 
them richt of suffrage, to eurtail their legitimate due toe 
rénder service to the country in the ways that they covet 

ie te show lack of faith in the edueation of the women of 
the Philippines, Hrs President, if we recognise the peculiar 
genius of the Pilipino women for housesheld management, may 1 
gay that municipel government ics nothing more than housekeepe 
ing on a large seale, Te manage a municipality, a munisipee

Mr. President, I am a¢sinst the resolution because it 
ig acninst every tent, every elenent of modern denoceroge 
se talk of democracy being & Government of the people and 
yet deny fifty per cent of that self-same people the right 
to vote. “hy we might just 95 well re«define democ acy if we 
do *hia and say democracy ia 2 government of less than half 
of the people for #11 the people. Thet would have *o be our 
definition, Then it would be a funny iefinition at that 
ond vet vou would be truer to facts, There is an opposi- 
tien that bas erepped up against granting women the right 
siffrare deeause of the supposed additional expense, and

et those same opponents of woman suffrage 
mannor proposed the holding of pleviscite which if also exe 
pensive, I do not see why in c®n line the motier of any man 


who alilcced that the right of suffrace should not be granted 


women because of additional expense and at the same time pro- 


pose the holding of pl ebiscite btefors granting the right of 
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suffrage to women, Mr, President, whem American granted the 
fight of suffrage te men in the Philippine Islands, we were 
not required to have a pleviseite; we were not cranted it out- 
right because it was right, because it was a right, that it 
should be done, Mr, President, the recuirement that we zo inte 
plebiscite before we crant women the right of suffrage shows 
that the male citizens of this country lack control of our 
governmental affairs, and are not even just, fair and cene- 
rous to the flesh of their own flésh, to the bbted of their 
own blood when the American had been thys been when they cranted 
the right of suffrage to men in the Philippine Islands. I 
cannot place myself on that position and hence I am speaking 
against tois resolution, 

Opponents ef women suffrage depict a gloomy fute; they 

paint adark icture as to the vossible out eone of this grent 
of the right of suffrage, 1 do not despair, and the women of 
rhe Philippines ought tot to desparim beeszuse all sogial reforns 
have always been aceomplshed to the accompaniment of the tune 
of the prophets of failure. Dire consequences wore prophesied 
when igher edvcation wes granted to women of the <hfklippines 
That has veen true thrucut the history of eduestion, and yet we 
all know now that it was 2 proper thine to do and that it was to 
the advantage not only of eveyy mation but of hunahity at large 
that the women sheuld be given equal opportunity, in mattere of 
educations Following the same line of reasoning, they oveht 
to ¢ given equal opportuntties in the exereise of suffrage. 
Il can-ot subseribe, Mr. Presidert, to the philosophy of feer, 
to the philosephy of defeatism which is animating the opponents 
of the woman suffrage and who are making @11 sorts of dire prophe- 
sies wit. trespest to the outcome that may resvlt from the grant 
of the rieht of suffrage. Instead of approvim this resolution 


and incorporating in our constitution a provision denying wr 





men the richt of suffrage, worst than that withbAding a richt 






thah had already by law been granted, some gsueh provision as 
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this instead should be incorporated: "“Byery person who is not 
a citizen or subject of a foreign power, 18 years of age or 
over, execpt insane and fecble-minded persons and those con- 
vieted in & court of competent jurisdiction of an infamow 
offense, who have been resident of the Philippine Islands 
for one YeOaTecess 

Mr. OSIAS, (Continuing...There are fhree features 
of thet constitutional provision proposed that need eludi- 
dations Clearly, it sceeks to grant the right of suffrage to 
both men and women, It grants that tirhg to those who have 
attained the age of eighteen years or over. it seers furt er- 
more to emphasize the educational qualifications which s as 
it should be, Why, it is a sorry sight, just a painful sight 
to sliow men illitierates, corrupt and at times for days taken 
from the quarters of eandidates to the polls and then only to 
sce somebody else do the voting for them because they donot 
cnow how to rend and write, And yet beecuse of my respect for 
age they shell have been granted and have been acguir ed, I 
would not deny eve the illiterate voters the right to 
vote conee hey have qualified to véte, because it is wrong, 
iniquitious, to witheud or deny thet is already sonferred them 
by law. Just a word, “r, President, with regard to the ae, 
I see no reason why we shold fol'ow the age limit preseri bed 
by countries in the temperate climates. It is known that 
tropical peoples mature earlier, die earlier, and, therefore, 
I am for grating the right of suffrage to men and women, 
with edueational qualfieations, eighteen years or over, 
I wish to announee my intention, Mr Presi dent, to prepose 
that as an amendment at the proper time and in the proper 
place when we shall consider the drafs of the constitution 
that we are about formulate, Let us be fair to be the women 
by giving them the right to vote. There are people who ori- 
ticize them when they come to this hell in great number, They 
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9 
are they are campaigning, Theb when they are not numerove, 

they are also eriticzed, That is }ot even just, not even 
courteous to eritinéze them that say, Where is our bounteous 
spirit of gallantry and courtesy and respeer to the women who 
chen we need the, we appear before them with bended kness! 

A Sup osed attack has beonmade on the enapacityof the women 
beenuse of some publication that had been made by a ce tain 
leader or two, is doubting the advisability of crantine the 

right of suffrage to women. Mr, President, a sparrow does 

not mke a summer, Besides all, of us are nractiaal politi- 

cians; we «no, that there are something said in the heat of 
political fight that are subject to revseion in our calmer 
moments. And so we ought to thinkt at those that age snid or 
published in t e heat of the moement ean be dispatched with a 
srain of Salt. I am realibly informed that the veev same person 
quoted here who secmed that the time to doubt the wisdom of g 
granting the richt of suffrage to women because of certzin sup- 
posed irregularities com itted in a eulb's election, is still 

in favor of the women suffrage. Today. Besides, even cranting that 
all was qmoted were true, that does not disprove thieir capacity 
to exerdise the richt of suffrage. *t rather proves that 

they are ready beeause they even ean co through the process 

that we ourselves have set as an example for them to follow. 

Wr. President, 1 need not relate here the achievements of w 
women ih countries where the richt of suffrage has been granted 
them. Literature on the subject is extersives any one who has 
sufficient industry may eons lt them and there find that the 
wonen have been instrumental in ameliofating the conditions of 
our laboring elasses, improving conditions in the factories 
where women and children work, providing play-grounds for grow- 


ine citizens and in other ways foster those eultural, social 





and spiritual improvements that are essential to the develop- 











ment of a sound body politic. I doubt not, Mr. President, that 
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wont hee been achieved in ether countries through the crant of

Lun, CSIAS, It would not be an imposition, sir, because 
the exercies will be voluntary. The meercise of that right 
will be veluntary, unless, of course, we should adapta

but better that befow withdrawing a right that had
